Smith  said.  "Programs  will  be  either  by  them  or  about 

them." 

On  Feb.  19,  the  conference  will  focus  on  Welty  and  her 
works;  on  Feb.  20,  on  Welty's  contemporaries  and  their 
works;  and  on  Feb.  21,  on  Welty's  successors  and  their 
works. 

On  Feb.  22,  writing  workshops  named  in  honor  of  Natchez 
native  Ellen  Douglas  will  conclude  the  conference. 

"Again  this  year,  we  have  some  of  the  top  scholars  and 
writers  in  the  country  on  the  agenda,"  Smith  said.  "The 
keynote  speaker  is  Suzanne  Marrs  of  Millsaps  College, 
Jackson,  who  is  the  authority  on  Eudora  Welty.  Among 
other  books,  she  has  written  Eudora  Welty:  A  Biography 
and  One  Writer's  Imagination:  The  Fiction  of  Eudora 
Welty." 

Enhancing  the  programs  will  be  documenrary  films,  a 
dramatic  version  of  To  Kill  a  Mockingbird  at  the  Natchez 
Little  Theatre,  panel  discussions,  book  signings,  exhibits, 
concerts,  a  writing  awards  ceremony  and  receptions.  In 
addition  are  rwo  meals  featuring  menus  suggested  by 
Miss  Welty's  writings. 

Honoring  Eudora  Welty  was  a  natural  decision  for  the 
NLCC  Steering  Committee,  Smith  said.  "Miss  Welty 
helped  found  the  Celebration  when  she  agreed  to  be  on 
the  agenda  for  the  first  conference  in  1990,"  Smith  said. 

The  theme  for  the  first  conference  was  "The  Natchez

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McDaniel  still  on  the  fast  track

Amber  M.  McDonald  has  been  chosen  a  2005  PTK  All-USA  Academic  Team  member, 
on  the  fast  track  of  life  since  she  president  of  the  Student  Government  Association  and 
was  inducted  into  the  Co-Lin  president  of  SHARE  (Student  Hospitality  and  Recruit- 
Natchez  Hall  of  Fame  in  2005.  ment)  now  called  the  Trailblazers. 


McDaniel  (who  was  known  as 
Amber  Heffner  at  Co-Lin)  knew 
then  she  wanted  a  career  in 
weather  service  or  meteorology, 
and  now  she  is  working  for  an 
international  weather  consulting 
company,  Trinity  Consultants, 
in  the  Charlotte,  N.  C,  branch. 

She  is  on  the  side  of  meteorology 
that  few  ever  see,  but  is  crucially 
important  to  businesses  and  in- 
dustries, especially  with  air  qual- 
A    ify  a  global  concern. 


"The  area  of  meteorology  I  have  become  most  interested 
in  is  air  quality  meteorology,"  McDaniel  said  during  a 
recent  interview.  "It  involves  chemistry  computer  pro- 
gramming, meteorology,  and  advanced  (calculus,  differ- 
ential equations,  etc.)  math.  I  did  several  internships  to 
figure  out  the  area  that  I  was  interested  in.  These  experi- 
ences were  great!  I  am  getting  to  do  exactly  what  I  feel 
like  I  was  put  on  earth  to  do." 

Trinity  Consultants  is  made  up  primarily  of  engineers  and 
meteorologists,  McDaniel  said.  "The  best  way  for  me  to 
explain  what  I  do  is  to  give  an  example.  Let's  say  a  factory 
is  emitting  entirely  too  much  particulate  matter  into  the 
atmosphere.  Needless  to  say,  they  need  a  way  to  reduce 
their  emissions  without  shutting  down  their  business.  It 
then  becomes  my  job  to  use  my  knowledge  of  meteo- 
rological processes  (such  as  the  height,  pressure,  winds, 
temperatures,  humidity)  to  figure  out  the  best  way 
of  reducing  the  emissions." 

McDaniel's  path  to  North  Carolina  took  her  in  many 
different  directions  after  Co-Lin,  where  she  excelled  aca- 
demically. She  was  vice  president  of  the  Phi  Theta  Kappa 
Honor  Society  chapter,  selected  for  inclusion  in  "Who's 
Who  Among  Students  in  American  Junior  Colleges," 


After  Co-Lin,  McDaniel  graduated  from  the  University 
of  Louisiana  at  Monroe,  where  she  received  several  hon- 
ors, among  them  2006-2008:  Vice  President  of  Mortar 
Board,  2007-2008:  member  of  the  ULM  Chapter  of  the 
Phi  Kappa  Phi  Honor  Society,  2006-2007  Outstanding 
Student  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  2006-2007 
"Who's  Who  Among  University  Students,"  and  2006- 
2007  vice  president  of  the  ULM  Chapter  of  the  Ameri- 
can Meteorological  Society.  She  received  her  Bachelor  of 
Science  degree  at  ULM.  During  the  summer  she  married 
David  McDaniel  and  relocated  to  North  Carolina. 

McDaniel's  work  experience  before  being  hired  by  Trinity 
includes  an  internship  with  the  Louisiana  Department 
of  Environmental  Quality  in  West  Monroe,  the  ULM 
Weather  Research  Center,  and  the  National  Weather  Ser- 
vice in  Jackson.

Ben  Durr  took  a  piece  of  shrapnel  to  his  knee  from  a 
Chinese  launched  mortar  on  the  battlefield  in  Korea. 
More  than  30  years  later  he  was  back,  this  time  inside 
China  introducing  them  to  popcorn  and  advising  them 
on  their  healthcare  system. 


Durr,  a  December  1953  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College 
graduate,  joined  the  National  Guard 
while  still  attending  Co-Lin  High 
School  as  did  other  classmates  and 
Co-Lin  College  students.  Durr  was  a 
boarding  student  at  the  high  school. 
He  and  his  classmates  were  the  854th 
Medical  Collecting  Company.  They 
became  part  of  the  Korean  Conflict 
after  being  activated  as  Durr  and 
others  finished  Basic  Training.  Durr 
was  fresh  out  of  high  school.  He 
became  a  medic  with  the  Seventh 
Cavalry  Regiment. 


In  Korea,  Durr  became  separated  from  his  unit  when  they 
were  overrun  by  Chinese  troops.  Durr  lay  in  the  sand  in 
a  creek  bottom  between  the  Chinese  and  American  lines. 
"I  was  lying  flat  of  my  back  with  my  left  knee  up,"  he 
explained.  A  mortar  exploded  on  the  creek  bank  sending 
shrapnel  toward  the  upraised  knee. 

He  was  severely  wounded  and  had  to  drag  his  leg  as  he 
attempted  to  escape.  "I  heard  a  tank  and  looked  up  and 
saw  the  white  star  on  its  side,"  he  said.  American  tanks 
had  a  white  star  identification  on  the  side.  The  tank 
fought  its  way  through  Chinese  mortar  fire  and  brought 
Durr  to  safety.  A  young  Marine  draped  his  jacket  across 
Durr  saying,  "Big  Doc,  we  gonna  take  care  of  you." 

The  Marine's  jacket  caused  Durr  to  be  mistaken  for  a 
Marine.  That  bought  him  a  Marine  helicopter  ride  to 
medical  attention.  His  Army  unit  didn't  have  a  helicopter 
for  medical  evacuations. 

At  one  point  during  the  evacuation  he  was  loaded  on 
a  train.  There  he  discovered  that  the  soldier  in  charge 
of  getting  the  wounded  on  the  train  was  Percy  Leroy 
Bullock,  a  member  of  his  old  National  Guard  unit  back 
at  Co-Lin.  The  two  had  been  separated  when  they  left 
Camp  Pickett  in  the  states. 


Durr's  experience  coming  back  through  military  hospitals 
gave  direction  to  the  career  he  followed  for  almost  50 
years.  At  19,  he  was  honorably  discharged  as  a  sergeant 
and  returned  to  attend  Co-Lin  Community  College. 


After  Co-Lin  and  Mississippi  State  he 
began  a  career  in  healthcare  management 
that  took  him  from  the  University  Medical 
Center  in  Jackson  to  chief  executive 
officer  of  a  hospital  in  Uvalde,  Tex.  In 
between  he  served  other  Texas  hospitals, 
was  vice-president  and  a  member  of  the 
board  of  Lifemark,  Inc.,  which  grew  from 
two  to  39  hospitals  before  being  sold, 
received  a  master's  degree  from  Trinity 
University,  and  worked  as  a  healthcare 
consultant.  He  also  served  on  the  Texas 
Board  of  Health  for  12  years,  having 
been  appointed  by  both  Republican  and 
Democrat  governors. 


In  1988  he  and  his  son,  Benjamin, 
a  1988  Co-Lin  graduate,  took  92  pounds  of  hybrid 
popcorn  seed  with  them  into  China  when  Durr  made  a 
trip  as  a  healthcare  consultant.  "The  Chinese  planted  the 
corn  and  had  a  really  good  crop,"  he  said.  "They  got  mad 
at  me  when  they  saved  some  of  the  seed  from  the  crop 
and  planted  the  next  year."  The  seed  they  saved  from  the 
crop  produced  by  hybrid  seed  produced  deformed  corn,

Durr,  a  farm  boy  who  grew  up  in  Caseyville,  explained 
laughing.  Shortly  after  that  the  Chinese  showed  up  at 
Purdue  University,  Durr's  source  for  the  seed,  trying  to 
learn  about  hybrid  corn. 

Durr  has  been  a  tuba  player  with  the  Co-Lin  Band,  a 
little  theatre  actor  in  Texas,  and  authored  an  historical 
novel,  Miss  Emily,  the  Yellow  Rose  of  Texas,  in  2001.  He 
spoke  to  a  Co-Lin  American  history  class  during  a  visit  to 
campus  in  October  2008.  He  retired  in  2004  as  CEO  of 
Uvalde  County  Hospital  Authority.
